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New Ordinance Controlling Use of Bridle 
Path May Require Dictionary Study 


City councilmen and eques- 
trians alike found themselves 
all tangled up in the stirrups 
last night over the meaning of 
the words “canter” and “gal- 
lop” in the proposed city ordi- 
nance regulating use of the 
Euclid parkway bridle path. 

The council approved the first 
reading of the measure as @ 
delegation of riding enthusiasts 
and stable owners were on hand 
to defend the use of the bridle 
path, 

The proposed ordinance stat- 
ed that persons riding horses 
to any gait faster than a canter 
were guilty of a misdemeaner 
and liable for a fine of not more 
than $300 or a jail sentence of 
not more than $0 days or both. 

That was where the entangle- 
ment started. Merle Rash, one 
of the horsemen present, said 
that he likes to gallop his horse 
and if he couldn’t gallop he 


would just as soon not ride. 
City Attorney Henry Busch 
then brought out a definition of 
‘a gallop as an uncontrolled gait 
and that what Rash had in 
mind was a canter. A discuss- 
ion of the words, “trot,” “fast 


tret,” canter, gallop and lope 
foliowed and ended everyone 
hoping that policemen would 


carry equestrian dictionaries be- 
fore making arrests for speed- 
ing. 

The proposed ordinance would 





require riders using the bridle 
path between Thirteenth and 
Twenty-fourth streets to stay 
off the grass. Horsemen pres- 
ent asked the city to either roll 
or harrow the path to make it 
possible for a horse to stay on 
the path. Stablemen present ap- 
proved the measure as they 
were opposed to riders weaving 
in and out of the trees or abus- 
ing the horses by running them.

Give Up S. F.

SAN FRANCISCO (Special) 
Oct. 4--The 28th American Le- 
gion national convention, predict- 
ed to be the biggest gathering 
of veterans since the war, ended 
today a complete “floppero” as 
ar as many Legionnaires and 
San Francisco residents were con- 
cerned.

I read biography. This is not because of the iniorma- 
tion imparted. nor for political idegs. I learn much from 
such reading and have revealed to me how different per- 
senalities react to the influences and conditions of their 
I recently completed the Life of William Allen 
White. For the most part it was written by himself, but 
completed by his son, W. L. Interest was added because 
I once lived in Emporia, Kansas, for a few years and knew 
Mr. White when he was on his way up. Later on he be- 
came an outstanding citizen of his State, and a national 
figure. Then, too, I need to recd and read once again 
that editorial concerning the death and burial of that 
splendid high school girl, “Mary White’. It does my soul 
good to learn that at least one father knew and under- 
stood his high school daughter. I also saw young Bill 
frequently when he was a child, and am glad now to 
think of him taking his father’s desk in the Gazette office. 

Also, within the month I have re-read two biographies 
of lasting value and of interest. One was “As I Remember 
Him”, by. Hans Zinsser. When I first read it a few years 
ago I did not realize it was an autobiograph, and the real 
story of the author. He looked at himseif, recorded his 
impressions, and evaluated his life. It would do us all a 
lot of good if we could but stand ourselves up some- 
where, watch ourselves walk by. and note the general im- 
pression made. Watch yourself walking down the street, 
entering the office, greeting the staff, returning home at 
night, etc., then ask yourself, “How Do I Remember Him?” 
If you are honest your answers will be revealing and help- 
ful, for you will see what others sees. 

The other biography which I re-read was the life story 
of Oliver Wendel Holmes, entitled “Yankee From Olym- 
pus”. He was Boston born, educated in Harvard, traveled 
abroad, and was appoinied to the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court as Judge when he was but forty years of age. Then 
he was elevated to the Supreme Court in Washington, 
LD. C., as Judge, when he was sixty. When a young man 
Mr. Holmes was so bent on exactness in law, so very 
brainy, and so careful in the decisions made that he did 
not sense the fact that Fanny B. Dixwell was in love with 
him, and needed to be told by his uncle John Holmes. 
Then his face was very red, even to the back of his neck.

Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discover and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, quotes from the ‘Bi- 
ble 681 times in the Christian 
Science textbook, “Science and 





tures,” and in each instance with 
appropriate explanation and com- 
ment. She refers to the Bible as 
“the chart of life’ (p 34). 

Mrs. ‘Eddy has given us a con- 
cise definition of God on page 465 
| of the textbook. There she ans- 
| wers the question, “What is God?” 
with the statement, “God is in- 
| corporeal, divine, supreme, infinite 
; Mind, Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, Love.” She then goes on 
to tell us that these are synony- 
mous terms, and says that “they 
refer to one absolute God.” These 
synonymous terms all being 
equal to the same thing are neces- 
sarily equal to each other; hence, 
Mind is characterized by the sub- 
stance of Spirit and Spirit ex- 
presses the conscious intelligence 
otf Mind. The activity which is 
Life is the verity which is Truth 
and Truth gives to Life the power 
of its changelessness. That which 
is true is true eternally, possess- 
ing inherently the capacity to re- 
tain its identity as Truth and suc- 
cessfully resist being anything 
else. Thus we have one God 
infinite in His nture, universal in 
His being, changless in His love. 
An uderstanding of God is funda- 
mental to your understanding and 
demonstration of Christian 
Science. 

Jesus was the Way-shower. In 
order to be the Way-shower he 
had to go all the way.
